Third Story WUl Be Bailt on It and 
Also on the Howell Building 
Adjoining. 


ARCHITECT VAIL DRAWS PLANS 


Addition W ill Be Begun in^the Spring 
and WUl Be of Brick. 


Work Held Back by Lack of Hands 
In This Department. 


One of the busiest places in the city 
Is the Stewart Press on |EastJ River 
street, yet the busy season for this 
establishment will not reach its high­ 
est point for several weeks. 
Mana­ 
ger Stewart is now figuring on sev 
erai contracts calling for an aggregate 
of 25,000,000 booklets to be printed, 
folded, bound, trimmed and sent to 
various parts of the United ¡States. Be* 
sides numerous other jobs in hand the 
plant is now getting out one million 
and a half booklets for a Cincinnati 
firm, in 
which a shipment 
of at 
least 50,000 per day was specified. The 
firm is receiving 100,000 booklets per 
dav. 
Mr. Stewart has added the latest 
time and labor-saving machines to his 
plant and in a number of cases these 
have been constructed especially to his 
order and according to his plans. The 
immease rotary press is aa example of 
this, as well as some of the Intricate 
and almost human folding machioes. 
The object of this is to turn out 
ti e 
greatest amount of work possible in 
tbe shortest period of time. 
Everything in the plant is expressed 
in large quantities. For instance tbe 
big rotary press eats up a carload of 
paper each day aud prints six thous­ 
and booklets an hour. The long row 
of stitching machines will put through 
one million booklets per day. In the 
stock room on the lower floor is car­ 
load after t carload of blank 
paper 
waiting to be printed, while in the 
big press room in the south end of the 
building, and back of the battery of 
perfecting presses, are many symmet­ 
rical piles of printed sheets rising 
six aud eight feet in height 
aod 
weighing thousands of pounds. 
If is 
well that the fiooriugof this room 
rests on the solid rock for the weight 
would be sufficient to break through 
the timbers of an ordinary floor.

a state of effectiveness that Manager 
Stewart is competing for this work 
in any part of the United States with 
the printing and binding houses |of 
tbe nearest big cities. 
Not only is 
tbe contract captured but after pay 
ing the freight on the printed matter 
to some perhaps distant city, more 
money is made than would have fallen 
to the lot of the contracting printer 
in tbe city from which the job came. 
The third floor is also used as a 
stock room but here the finished pro­ 
duct, properly wrapped and tied, is 
placed and very large quantities do 
not accumulate, as the frequency with 
which a carload is shipped out keeps 
the place from becoming crowded. 
The present force of employes is 
about one hundred, Mr. Stewart hav­ 
ing been increasing the number grad

bindery department many 
more boys and young ladles are need 
ed and considerable trouble has been 
experienced to get tbe present force. 
The work is not hard and after gain 
ing the necessary experience an active 
operator can make from $1.50 to $3 per 
day, depending on the individual abil­ 
ity.

The side walls are white, there are 
many windows and gas and incandes 
cent lights are placed to afford light 
at night. 
Every effort has been made 
to providea light, clean and airy 
place for the employes. 
The new freight elevator which has 
just been put in uommuuicates with 
the three floors of the plant and 
renders the transmission of stock from 
floor to floor expeditions: It is run by 
water power. 
The plant depends for its power 
upon both water power and electrici­ 
ty, each independent of the other. 
After a time tt\e water power will be 
used exclusively. New machines and 
equipment are being added as fast as 
needed and it is evident to the visitor 
that the limit is about reached, tbat 
aa addition to the building must be 
made or another room gained some 
how. This speaks *ell for Dixon’s 
newest industry and the wisdom and

USE WATER INSTEAD OF COAL 
In a recent bulletin the depart­ 
ment of health has some ex tremely 
practical suggestions to make on the 
artificial heating of bouses. 
The bul­ 
letin advocates a greater degree of 
humidity and a less degree of tem per­ 
ature 
than 
commonly prevail 
in 
American homes. 
It q uotes from a 
paper read by Dr. Henry M. Smith cn 
, “ indoor humidity ” as follows: “ The 
neglect of the element of watery vapor 
in the air is the greatest cause of ov- r 
heating our homes. A low humidity 
is the great cause oi discomfort, the 
source of much ill-health, catarrhs, 
colds, and other diseases of the skin, 
mucous membranes, etc.” 
The average humidity in artificially 
heated houses is about 30 degrees; the 
average temperature, 70 to 74 degrees, 
I t has been found by conclusive tests 
that a room with a humidity of 60 de- j 
grees and a temperature of 65 degrees | 
seems warmer and more comfortable 
than a room of 72 degrees of heat and 
humidity of 30 degrees. 
Dr. Smith say s that if a room at 68 
degrees is not warm enough for any 
healthy person it is because the hu-
